Whereas the Government of Kerala entered into a reciprocal 
agreement with the Government of Tamilnadu for the counter 
signature of permits 800 public carriers vehicles of each state to 
operate in other states in single point tax concession ; 

And whereas the Government of Kerala and Government of 
Tamilnadu have subsequently agreed to increase the quota of 800 
permits to 990 permits for each state ; 

Now , therefore , in exercise of the powers conferred by section 
03-3A of the Motor Vehicles Act 1939 , (Central Act 4 of 1939) and 
in supersession of the notification No. G. 0. Rt 823/73/PW dated 
10-8-1973 published in the Gazette dated 21-8-1973, the Government 
of Kerala hereby publish the following proposal to enter into an 
agreement with the Government of Tamilnadu and urder clause 
(iv ) of sub - section ( 1) of section 43 of the said Act, the Government 
of Kerala hereby publish the following draft of a direction proposed to 
be issued to the State Transport Authority , Kerala , as required by the 
proviso to the said sub -section . 

Notice is hereby given that the said proposal and the direction 
will be taken up for consideration after 10-2-1974 ard that any ob 
jection or suggestion which may be received against the said proposal 
and the direction before the date aforesaid , will be considered by 
Government. Objections and suggestions shall be addressed to the 
Special Secretary , Public Works (Transport B ) Department, Govern 
mnent Secretariat, Trivandrum . 
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DRAFT AGREEMENT AND DIRECTION 
The total number of permits other than temporary 

permits 
issued under section 62 of Motor Vehicles Act, 1939 (Central Act IV 
of 1939 ) for public carriers vehicles on the inter - state routes between 
Kerala State and Tamilnadu shall be fixed as 1800 and the number 
of such permiis issued in each state shall not exceed nine hundred ; 

The quota of public carrier permits of each state to be counter 
signed by the other state in accordance with the proviso to section 
63 (3 ) of Motor Vehicles Act, 1939 (Central Act IV of 1939 ) shall be 
nine hundred , and the position being reviewed when the number 
of permits issued in any one state becomes 875 ; 

The counter signature shall be granted for plying the vehicles 
on all National and State Highways in the Kerala State and Tamil 
nadu , olher than prohibited routes with permission to deviate to the 
extent of Thirty Kilometres on either side, so as to reach a manu 
facturing Unit , or an industrial Centre : 

Provided that such vehicles shall not on their return journey 
pick up any goods in the reciprocating States for setting down at 
any place enroute in that State ; 

Provided further that on the forward journey there shall be no 
restriction on setting down goods anywhere in the reciprocating 
State, but no goods will be picked up in that State .

The Government of Tamilnadu and the Government of Kerala 
have agreed to enhance the existing ceiling of 800 public carriers vehi 
cles for each state operated on single point tax concession , now be en 
hanced to 900 permits for each state counter signature shall be granted 
by both states, to such vehicles to ply on all National and State High 
ways in the counter signing State with permission to deviate to the 
extent of Thirty Kilometres on either side , to reach a manufactur 
ing unit, or, an industrial Centre .
